Begin expressed Israel’s ap- 
preciation to Carter (or making 
Washington available (or the 
autonomy negotiations, but the 
Israeli leader's "thanks, but no 
thanks" was seen by observers 
here as a polite rebuff. 

Clearly. Israeli officials fear that 
the "pr^ure cooker" atmosphere 
of Washington would weaken 
Israel's negotiating stance during 
this final push to meet the May 26 
target date for concluding the 
negotiations. 

As it is. Israel already feels itself 
under considerable pressure to con- 
cede poinu in the negotiations. 

Israeli officials went to great 
lengths yesterday to insist that the 
proposal to accelerate the 
negotiations originated on the 
Israeli side — already a clear-cut 
indication of Israel's good faith In 
trying to wrap up the negotiations.

Meko.rot water company 
spokesman Mordeehai Jacoborich 
yesterday said that this winter haa 
been "one of the beat for rainfall in 
this country since measurements 
were started over 100 years ago.*! 

Thanks to nature's bounty, he

PARIS- — French philosopher 
Jcan-Paid Sartre died yesterday at 
a hospital where he was recently 
treated for lung edema. He was 76. 

Skirtre, one of the best known 
philosophers of the 20th e entw ^y, 
was admitted to Brouasals ho^rflal 
on March 20 suffering from lung 
disease, ^ . 

His diminutive but dynamic 
figure towered over most of the 
philosophic thinking of hla era. 
From this dominant position, he 
turned down the 1964 Nobel Prize 
for Literature to mark his contempt 
for bourgeois honours. 


Tripoli front leaders agree 
on joint Arab force plan

The hard-line Arab leaders of the 
"steadfastness and confrontation 
front" yesterday said they bad 
decided to set up a Joint military 
force which would be stationed in 
Syria. 

The decision was announced in 
Tripoli. Libya, at the end of a three- 
day summit of the presidents of 
:^rl.a. JUgeria. Libya. South Yemen 
and the chairman of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization. 

The five leaders gave no Indica- 
tion of tbe projected force's nature 
or size, but noted that It would be 
placed under Syria's command. 
They said thabdetafls of the propos- 
ed force would be worked out In the 
next six months. 

They called on Jordan to help the 
front in what they referred to as 
their confrontation with Israel. 

The Trip^ front, which has also 
become known aa the rejeetionlst 
front, said that it had created tour 
liaison comstittees to coordinate 


members’ actirities in the military, 
political, cultural and sniorraatiozi 
fields. 

The rejectionlsts, who champion 
Arab opposition to Egypt's peace 
with Israel, were reported to have 
entrusted Ubyan leader Muammer 
Gaddafi with deepening the 
grouping’s relations with the Soviet 
bloc, particularly Moscow. 

Summit sources said that the 
front was aiming at the creation of 
an alliance with the Kremlin to op- 
pose the Camp David peace ac- 
cord. 

The final statement brushed 
aside differences between Libya 
and the PLO and announced the 
reopening of PLO 'offices in the LI- 
hyan capital. It said any 
differences were of a secondary 
nature. 

The PLO bureau In Tripoli was 
closed down when Gaddafi expelled 
the PLO representative here as 
part of a simmering row with tbe 
Palestinian leadership over how 
radical they should be.

Israelis said ‘cheated* 
on medical services • 


An American health specialist 
charged yesterday that Israelis, 
who should be receiveing "superb" 
medical care, are being “cheated." 

Dr. Milton Hefetz said on Israel 
Television last night that while 
"tremendous funds" are spent by 
the Israeli taxpayer on medical ser- 
vices. and the country's hospitals 
are in a position to offer "brilliant 
medical care," the government Is 
cheating the taxpayer because it 
favours political considerations 
which stop it from changing the 
structure of medical services in the 
country. 

Hefetz said that the main area of 
weakness in Israel’s health ser- 
vices is outpatient clinics. 
Hospitals, he said, are in a far 
better state though they should be 
admitting 35 per cent fewer 
patients. 
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400 dunams sprayed near Hebron 

Green Patrol poisoned 
crops ‘by mistake’

The Israel Lands Ad- 
ministration's "Green Patrol" mis- 
takenly sprayed over 400 dunams of 
cultivated land in the area souai of 
Hebron with an agricultural poison 
several weeks ago. a senior govern- 
ment official confirmed yesterday. 

The Israel Lands Administration 
yesterday issued a denial of the 
report, which first appeared in 
Monday’s "A1 Hamishmar." The 
denial emphasized that the destruc- 
tion of crops by spraying from the 
air was done only within the area of 
the Green Line. 

According to Halhoul mayor 
Mohammed Mllhem and village 
mukhtars, some 400 dunams of 
wheat and barley and some 40 
dunams of olives in tbe area 
between the villages of Dura, 


Amazia imd Idna were sprayed 
with a chemical which has ruined 
the crops. Complaints were made to 
the Hebron military government, 
.which has ordered an Inquiry Into 
the affair. 

In 1972 a furdr erupted after the 
military government in the Nablus 
area sprayed crops In the village of 
Akraba. Then-defence minister 
Bfloshe Dayan was so incensed with 
the action that he delayed the 
promotion of the senior miUtsry of- 
ficer who had issued the order. 

The Lands Administration said 
yesterday that the crops had been 
sown ill^ally by marauders within 
the pre-1967 Ix^era, and that the 
Green Patrol was entitled by law to 
prevent the unauthorized meurslon 
and exploitation of state land.

Snag in mediation effort

Thus far no aueeeaa has been 
registered in initial contacts on tbe 
dispute at the one meetin g held 
between Haddad.

Egyptian diplomat calls for Israeli 
help to ease pressures on Sadat

TEL A'VTV. — Israelis should be 
more forthcoming in the peace 
negotiations in order to help Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat cope nith inter- 
nal and external Arab pressures, 
the First Secretary of the E^rptian 
Embassy, Dr. Ahmed Gomaa, said 
here yesterday. 

Dr. Gomaa added that Egypt 
must achieve a compretaeoalve 
Middle East settlement because it 
wishes tc devote Its ener^es and 
resources to burning domestic 
problems. 

Gomaa made bis first public 
appearance in Israel at the 
International GoUoquiam on the 
Histories and Self-Image of Egypt 
and Israel at Tel Aviv University. 
Gomaa said that his appearance In 
itself showed how tar the peace 
process had gone. 

Peace had enabled Egypt and 
Israel to overcome legacies of pre- 
judice and preconceived notions 
and to work (or coexistence, but. be 
added, great understanding and 
compassion must be shown by both 
aides so that peace will endure. 

The veteran diplomat, whom 
Shtloah Institute director Prof. 
Itamar Rabinovich introduced os 
tbe author of the major work on the

plained that recent Intenial unreet 
in Egypt resulting from the revival 
of right-^ring activity in univer- 
sities was caused by outside incite- 
ment and not by reaction to the 
peace treaty. 

Gomaa, explaining pan-Ar&b 
pressures on Sadat, said that 1.8 
million Egyptians who work In 
Arab countries send money back 
home to another 3,5 million per- 
sons, making five million Egyp- 
tians personally concerned over 
their country's Arab ties. In oddl- 
Uon another SSQ.OOQ Egyptians are 
married to Arabs from otber lands. 

Egypt, fed up with wars, seeks on 
overall settlement in order to focus 
on such Internal problems as the 
population explosion, he said. 

"VVe have a population of 42 
milBon. vdth on annual Increase of 
1,300,000. which means that a new 
baby is born every 20 seconds,** he 
said. "You have to help President 
Sadat succeed, despite the threats 
to his life and tbe abuse he receives 
from Arab countries. Israel must 
display greater understandhig and 
Compassion." 

In reply to a question Gomaa said 
that the average Egyptian was 
apolitical, with only a disaffected 
minority Influenced by the left or 
the right. But he warned: "The 
anti-peace forces have not yet 
crystoUlzed. Thus the time factor is 
so important for Sadat. Our people 
take time to get going and once they 
do, they can be very violent,** 

He recalled that it took 18 months 
for the masses to react against the 
Nasser regime after the failure of 
the 1967 war. At tUs juncture he 
was disarmingly frank, eaylbg: 
"The official version is that all 
workers auppwt peace, but as you 
know that ia not always the truth.** 

Kamel Abdel Malik, the first 
Egyptian student to attend an 
Israeli university, took the podium 
and asked Gomaa to answer the 
question put to him by all the 
Israelis he met; WUl peace survive 
after Sadal? 

Malik said he always replied in 
the affirmative, claiming that 
Sadat spoke for a people that 
wanted no more war. 'Die diplomat 
heartily concurred, adding: "X find 
people here so hyper-sensitive on 
many things," with some MECs hav-

ing aired this fear is the Knesset. 

"Peace Is not the result of a 
political fterislon. To be durable it 
must be treated like a plant, it must 
be watered and fertilized/' Gomaa 
said. *'If you give It dklt water, it 
will perish. It must be gl^en much 
attention." 


Peace had not received the 
desired encouragement from 
others, he said. Israel had sustain- 
ed a terrorist attack on Misgav Am’, 
while Egypt had received no thanks 
for the role it had asstuned In seek- 
ing to evolve a framework for an 
overall settlement. 

Egypt had welcomed Israel’s 
Idea of autonomy and hoped a 
momentum would build up In Ita 
support, Comaa said. 

Egyptians no longer saw any 
justification bi continued hatred or 
bloodshed between the two peoples, 
he said. Egyptians had warmly 
received 3.^ Zaraelis who hod 
received visas so far to visit his 
country. 

Anothsr speaker was tbe eminent 
Egyptian scholar Dr. Hussein Faw- 
ri. who spoke of his belief that 
"peace was here to stay between 
our two nations. We can only build 
it up by personal contacts between 
people, whether professors or 
photographers. Sadat made peace 
because he Is a peasant and knows 
what the people desire." 

The 80-year-old scholar, of tbe 
Institute of Egypt, said he was con- 
vinced Israelis wont peace.

TEL AVIV. * The Israel Cancer fiociety’s "no smok' 
ns day" passed yesterday without noticeable ettect 
- If n look at a few streets and public places la any 
riterlon. But a scientific survey, conducted for the 
eclety by the Institute of Applied Soeial RsseaMh, 
hows that the cumulative effect of the society's lonp 
erm drive Is having some effect. 

A similar survey taken in 1976 showed that 86 per 
ent of all Israelis smoked cigarettes. Ih 1979 the 
erccntage dropped to 36 per cent. The greatest drop 
/ns among persons up to the age of 39. Fortyelght per 
cnt of this large group of the population puffed away 
1 1976. The figure dropped to 49 per cent In 1978 and to 
3 per cent at present. Women also put in a good 
ocord: 34 per cent smoked in 1978; the figure la only 
3 per cent today.' 

There Is a direct relation between school and amok- 
ig. The less education, the more a person smokes. 
Although 74 per cent of the non<sinokera surveyed 
aid that they were annoyed by persons In 

■ublie places, only a third of them h^*d the guts to 
tand up and complain. Of those who defended their 
Ights, about hall were suecessful, but a quarter 
reaped a harvest of shouts and curses,'*

HU postpones junior staff cut action

The Hebrew University has 
decided to postpone by a month its 
plan to cut emplosrment of teaching 
assistants and instructors to half- 
time next year until the nation’s 
other universities decide U they will 
make similar cuts. 

But the university’s junior staff of 
850 assistants, instructors and lec- 
turers, fearing tbe eventual im- 
plementation of the proposed cut- 
back. yesterday declared a labour 
dispute. This will allow them to go 
on strike 14 days after declaring 
their intention to do so. 

At a meeting on Monday in the 
university's Givat Ram Canada 
Hall, about 100 junior staff 
memb^ inrotested the. university’s 


intention to cut their jobs in half. 
They demanded teat the university 
allow their representatives to take 
part in the decision-making process ' 
regarding budget cuts. 

The Hebrew University decision 
came after a meeting of the coun- 
try’s university heads, called by the 
Hebrew University to persuade the , 
other universities to follow suit in.| 
junior staff cut-backs. 

The universities decided to call in 
a. labour affairs e3Q>ert to advise, 
them on the legal and labour dis- 
pute angles of implementing tbe 
cut-back proposal. 

"But a decision must be reached 
by mid-May," Hebrew University 
rector Prof. Rafael Mecboulam told 
The Jenutalem yesterday, "U I 
we are. to be ready on time for the 
coming academic year." 




Secular resident reject WZO bid 
to move them from Mizpe Yericho

Secular residents of Mlipe 
Tericho yesterday rejected a World 
Zfonist Organisation decision to 
move them to a new rite in the Jor- 
dan Valley and leave the present 
settlement to its Orthodox 
residents. 

The decision to split the settlers 
on the Jerusolem-Jericbo road 
followed friction between the 16 
Orthodox and 18 secular famlllea. 

Earlier tbia month the WZO 
began clearing, ground for the 
secular group at Akbar Jaber, six 
kilometres east of Mlspe Tericho. 

' Haim Cohen, an Orthodox 
member of Mlspe Yeriefao’s 
secretariat, said yesterday that his 
group wanted “a closed completely 
Orthodox society." It had no In- 
terest in accepting secular 
memhere. *‘We are not mis- 
sionaries," he commented. 

Rahel Zed. a spokesman for the 
secular members, said that her 
group wanted a mixed community. 
"We respect the Orthodox group. 
We have avoided openly 
desecrating the Sabbath," she said. 

"We were the founders of Mlspe 
Tericho. We lived there under very 
difficult conditions without any help 
from Gush Bmunim or the WZO. 
Most of the Orthodox were 


latecomers and did not suffer 
repeated power failures, nor did 
they live in leaking caravans. Now 
we're not ready to leave. We're not 
pawns that can be moved about," 
she said. 

Hie WZO Settlement Department 
heads were on a tour yeasterday 
and were not available for com- 
ment. 

Appeal to release 
UN files on Nazis

NEW YORK. — The Anti- 
Defamation League has urged UN 
Secretary-Genex^ Kurt Widdhelm 
to assist In granting the U.S. access 
to UN files containing evidenee 
against approximately 40,000 Nasi 
and other war criminals. 

Nathan Perlmutter, ADL 
national director, said In a letter to 
tlie secretary-general made public 
yesterday that It "strains 
credulity," that the evidenee has 
been In possession of the UN for 30 
years but has been virtually in- 
accessible' to prosecutors. 

A U.S. government request for 
access to the archives was recently 
turned down by tbe UN on the 
grounds that this is proliihited un- 
. der rules governing the files.

Katz’s letter used to justify ’ 
strike by social workers

Social Affairs Minister Israel 
Kats is "not surprised" that the 
Social Workers Union la citing his 
past complaints about the condltton 
of social welfare services In the 
country to justify their planned two- 
day strike scheduled for tomorrow 
and Friday. But the minister said 
that If he were a social worker "In 
the field" today, he wouldn't join 
the stzike. 

The minister wrote a letter to 
Finance Minister Ylgoel Hurvitz 
two months ago, depleting the 
social welfare services as bearing 
the brunt of the Treasury's 
economy 'measures. The Social 
Workers Union has quoted the 
letter to prove "the social, wrifare 
services are on the brink of 
collapse." 

Katz spoke to The Jerusalem 
Poet before handing out diplomas to 
some 160 graduates of ministry-run 
soeial work schools. 

"I’m not surprised they are 
quoting my letter as a rationale tor 
their strike," Katz said in response 
to a question. In the letter Kati said 
that social welfare services were 
sufferli^ sharp setbacks under the 


Lfinid administration. 

"But I thi^ we are fighting the 
battle to preserve what must be 
preserved. So a strike Isn't needed 
now." the minister said. 

Meanwhile, Yitzhak Kadman, 
head of theSoclal Workers Union, Is 
to meet today with Civil Service 
Commissioner Eitan Jacobson In a 
lastmlnute effort to reach a settle- 
ment. But Kadman said he is 
pessimistic about preventing the 
. strike, which Is to consist of a series 
of progressively longer strikes until 
serial welfare offices are closed 
completely. 

Kadman’s 8,000-member union is 
protesting plana to cut back jobs 
axid services ■ provided by union, 
members throughout tIM country.

Would-be drivers must go

And a local 
travel agent told ZRc Jerusalem 
Post that long delays and poor ser- 
vice on the Israeli ^e of the border 
disrupt tourist bus travel plans. 

Israeli motorists need con- 
siderable documentation before 
setting out. This Includes an inter- 
national driving licence, a notaris- 
ed translation into English, E^reneh 
or Arable of their car licence and an 
Internationally recognised customs 
document known as a trlptyque. 
This Is available here only from 
Memsl, the Automobile and Tour- 
big Club of Israel, and only at their 
Tel Aviv office at 19 Derech Petah 
Tfkva. Also needed Is a special 
form requesting permission to 
travel to Egypt, available from 
Memsl, a bank guarantee, and a 
personal guarantee in wlticfa the 
motorist undertakes to take his 
vehicle out of Egypt.

Owners of foreign licensed edru 
must place their requests tbroi^h 
Sept's embassy here. 

And In addition to all the papers 
reqrire'd for the car, tourists must 
also see they have all their own per- 
sonal documentation.

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Gunmen in Beirut exchange fire 


BEIRUT, t Reuters). — Several 
people were wounded yesterday 
when pro*Inin Moslem mlUt anta 
and pro-lrnql gunmen exchanged 
automatic weapons fire during' a 
strike in protest against the 
reported disappearance of a 
religious leader In Iraq, security 
sources said. 

They had no details on the exact 
ntunher of casualties in clashes 
between armed members of 
Lebanon's Shi'ite Moslem com* 
munity and supporters of the Iraqi 
Ba'ath Party. 

The strike was called by Shi'ite 
community leaders here following 
reports that a prominent Shi'ite 
clergyman. Ayatollah Mohammed 
Bakir al-Sadr, had disappeared 
from his home In the Shi'ite holy 
city of Najaf south of Baghdad. 

Several Iranian newspapers 
reported that the ayatollah had 
been murdered, but Informed Ira- 


nian sources In Teheran yesterday 
quoted Arab diplomats as -saying 
Sadr is alive and in Baghdad. 

The largest Shi’ite communities 
are in Iran, Iraq and Lebanon,'and 
yesterdi^'s strike underlined the 
close links between Moslems in the 
three countries. 


Virtually all shops and most 
schools were closed In the 
predominantly Moslem western 
sector of Beirut Demonstrators 
blocked a number of roads with 
barriers of blazing tyres but later 
dispersed. 


The anger of Lebanon’s es- 
timated one million-strong SU’lte 
community with the secular 
leaders of Iraq has been deepened 
\iy reports that thousands of Iraqi 
Shi’ltea had been deported by Iran. 

Iran and Iraq have been locked In 
bitter conflict over a number of 
issues. Including statements by Ira- 


nian leaders that the Islamic 
revolution which brought Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini. to power was 
for export. Just oyer half of Iraq's 
population is Shi’ite. 

In Teheran, . Algerian diplomats 
who made inquiries after Sadr's 
disappearance were told that the 
religious leader had been taken to 
'Bajfhdad with his sister by Iraqi 
security forces. 

Sadr is said by Mends here to 
have spearheaded an Islamic op- 
position movement to the Baghdad 
government of President Saddam 
Hussein.

New Delhi magistrate VJS. Gtipta 
remamled the defendant. Ram 
A^hand-Lalwani, 37, who i^eged- 
ly threw a spring^actuated knife at 
Gandhi on Monday, nannwly miss- 
ing her. 

Scores of spectators thremged the 
entrance to Gupta's courtroom as 
police hustled in the long-haired, 
handcuffed defendant. He looked 
shaken and tired from hours of 
questioning since his arrest 24 
hours earlier, and drank several 
glasses of water banded him during 
his brief appearance. 

Accusing police , of beating 
Laiwani black and blue, lawyw 
Rjun Panjwani persuaded the court 
to have him examined by a doctor. 
Results of the exazninatlon were not 
announced. 

Meanwblle, tbe pro-Gbandl 
"NaUonal Herald" reported yester- 
day that Laiwani bad been goaded 
by a Hindu nationalist orgaidzatlon 
in recent days. to "finish off Mrs. 
Gandhi or any minister.” .There 
was no official confirmation of the 
report, attributed . to police in- 
vestigations and not further 
clarified.

the coronary, arteries. In CHD- 
prone people, these arteries are In- 
variably narrowed or blocked, with 
a consequent reduction tn blood 
flow through them. 'The connection 
between this and smoking will soon 
become clear. 

Cigarette smoke contains 
between 2^ per cent to 5 per cent 
of carbon monoxide. Even when 
this is inhaled and diluted with 
its concentration Is still many times 
greater than the carbon monoxide 
level reckoned to be healthy or safe 
on IndustriaJ nremises.

The Schumann did not come up to 
expectations. Surprisingly, Kibellk 
remained uacommitted all through 
the four movoments.

”21te Observer" is by no means 
the only British paper that seems to 
be adopting tiw apologetic Fbrelgn 
Office line. "The Sunday Tlraes” 
noted that "what angered the 
Saudis WAS a film partly based on 
gossip, misleadlnidy pubtieised and 
certain to give offence." 

The programme, one of its 
writers commented, 'Ted British 
prejudice about Arabs to an extent 
that Anthony Thomas (its 
producer! did not anticipate." 

The same writer added that 
representatives of the Saudi goven- 
meqt opparently were refused the 
light to reply to the programme. 
There are also rumours that 
attempts were made to bribe the 
television eompai^ concerned not 
to show the programme. 

Tat the Saudis should be upset by 
a toIevlaiOR programme which, ac- 
curately or otherwise, highlighted 
aspects of their elvillsatlon which 
dl^loase Westerners is not sur- 
plsing. 

What la disturbing, however, ts 
the reaction In Britain — official 
and otherwise which has follow- 
ed it. 

Cynics will say that it fits into the 
whole pattern of Britain's Middle 
East djplomacv. with its 
traditional pro-Arab stance, par- 
ticularly from the Foreign office. It 
la an obaervation that Is bard to 
contradict.

DOES slopping smoking reverse 
the risks? Mere the evidence is 
more encouraging. It seems chat 
stopping smoking Indeed has a 
beneficial effect on the incidence ot 
CHD. 

This la particularly important in- 
tormatlon for smokers after a cor- 
onary, since their risk of suffering a 
recurrence seems to be decreased 
by about half if they manage to 
stop. Such action la probably the 
single moat effective measure In 
preventing a relapse after a non- 
fatal heart attack. 

One of my tasks as a family doc- 
tor is to identify individuals at high 
risk In regard to certain diseases 
and to asalet them to reduce this 
risk. Indeed, this process of iden- 
tification and advice Is an essential 
requisite ot good medical care 
which 1 believe only family 
medlclie is properly equipped to 
fully exploit 

Unfortunately, there are many 
forces and influences at work which 
militate against this aspect of a 
family doetor's work. Some seem 
downrtidd unfair, if not actually im- 
moral. 

Perhaps Israelis should follow 
the example ot other progressive 
countries which have aire^y ciu> 
tailed or banned advertising of 
tobacco pro^ots. Such legislation 
would be a fitting national contribu- 
tion to the WHO's uphill struggle 
against what it haa recently termed 
"the cigarette plague”.

Violinist Dora Schwartsberg, 
playing oh an instrument copy ot 
Stradlvarlus made by Baumbarten 
in Germany, presented a well- 
prepared solo part of the Mozart 
Concerto.

In agriculture the trend was In 


the opposite direction. The propor- 
tion dropped from 17.6 per cent of 
the labour force to 7 per cent. In ab- 
solute figures the number of 
farmers and farm workers Is down 
by a good IS per cent, from 108,000 
to BS,OOQ. 

Tet agricultural output shot up 
more than sevenfold (the increase 
was exactly sevenfold between 1952 
and 1978). The cultivated area ex- 
panded 8\i-fold, and the Irrigated 
area sixfold. Tlie productivity of 
labour in agriculture baa thus im- 
proved by 850 per cent at least, dur- 
ing the lifetime of the Israel state. 

This is due not a little to extensive 
mechanisation. There were 1,800 
tractors in 1950. 24,300 In 1^6. 

How does Industrial productivity 
compare? We can only messure 
from 1958, for lack of adequate 
previous Industrial statlsties. Out- 
put rose sixfold during the last 20 
years. But the Industrial labour 
force doubled, so industrial labour 
productivity rose only three times. 
During that same period.

Most parliamentary observers 
agree that the NRP la already 
rehearsing for the next coalition lo 
which It hopes to team up with the 
Alignment once again.

' So, with more than half of the 
Ninth Knesset's term over, it is 
clear that apart from the t977 
aberration, political alliances In 
this country are baaed on bread- 
and-butter issues — ^ not Ideology — 
and that the NKP. most of all, 
knows on which side Its bread is 
buttered.

ON MONDAY the economic cabinet decided by a very dubious 
majo^ty to cut the civil servants' car allowance, restore and 
reallocate half of the cuts, and then j^ross up, what remcUna, on 
an md/vidual basis. 

Ibis is about the messiest reform of a messy wa^ structure 
that anyone could have thought up. 

No-one will deny that car allowances have any but the most 
tenuous connection with actual travel expenses. ]bi continuing to 
insist on the submission of detailed travel reports, the govern- 
ment has merely upheld a patently fraudulent pr^ence. 

Ibe system Is bad, no question about it. It 'discriminates 
against those workers who make genuine and legitimate use of 
their cars on duly. For the majority of employees the car 
allowance has long been merely a regular component of their 
regular wages, and it been so regarded by employers as 
well. 

Moreover, the weight of that component in total wages has 
grown steadily over the years, because it was linked 100 per cent 
to the rise in fuel prices and other ear maintenance costs, and 
not to 70, or now 30, per cent of the sZower^rlsing consumer price 
index. 

The system is badly in need of reform, Ben-Shabar in- 
come tax reform committee to 1976, found it too complex to han- 
dle, and it has accumulated more barnacles since then. The 
economic cabinet may not have been aware that the full cabinet 
not long ago appointed a committee, headed by the deputy 
governor of the Bank of Israel, Dr. 2Svi Sussman, on a revision of 
the wage structure in the public sector. The problem of car 
allowances Is high on the agenda of that committee. 

The economic cabinet’s decision now pre-empts any 
recommendations by the Sussman committee, tt drives another 
nail into the cofito of the income tax reform, by having the car 
allowances grossed up for tax purposes. Even if it is fully im- 
plemented, the deciMon will produce paltry savings for the 
Treasury. 

On the other hand it vdll provoke compensatory wage 
demands to the public sector, w^re serious labour unrest is In 
any case threatenix^ to break out ^ain. 

Signing the tripartite agreement with the Histadnit and the 
private employers last month, Finance Minister TIgael Hurvitx 
said he hoped to keep real wages stable. Monday’s unilateral 
move to cut the wages of a slseable number of public sector 
employees will do little to sustain that hope, and to restrain 
wage demands. 

Wage negotiations in the private sector are also likely to be 
complicated by this non-reform as a result. For surely private 
employers would want to follow the government’s lead on car 
allowances, as they have done In the past, 

Well-intentioaed as the decision may have'heen. the govern- 
ment would do beat to shelve it — and to await .the Sussman 
committee’s recommendations. 


April weather 


I THE WEATHER, like the government, seems to be incapable of 
coming to a Srm decision, and of then taking appropriate ex- 
ecutive action to put ita policy Into practice. Everybody knows 
that the spring In Israel should begin with the beginning of the 
Omer at the start of the Fessah holidays but the weatherman 
up there seems to be ignoring this year a tradition that has been 
respected for millennia. 

For a short while, during a fierce ehorov, it seemed that be 
was falling into line, only to have the spring beat a hasty retreat 
with a return of winter. 

It is true that a poet once noted the tendency of the month of 
April to mingle girlish laughter with girlish tears, but he was an 
Englishman, writing about a country, which, for some inex- 
plicable reason. Is proud of the inconstancy of its weather. Here 
in Israel we like to know where we stand, once and for all. 

Many people came here in response to the clarion call to 
follow the sun to Israel: It is discoiiraging and disillusioning to 
discover that the sun only passed fiirough these parts on Its way 
to the Antipodes. 

IJTobody can accuse us. of being unduly impatient. Throughout 
an unusually cold, wet winter,. we remained steadfast to our 
acceptance of what Providence was hurlix^ down on us. We told 
each other with admirable fortitude that it was good for the 
country, that downpours and black skies were delighting the 
farmers, the hydrologists and the skiera, so we tried to exult 
with them. 

But enough is enough. If Modi’in Esrachl were to conduct a 
poll, at long last they would get a near unanimous answer: with 
the exception of a handful of farmers the country is united in Its 
dissatisfaction with the way in which the weather is being handl- 
ed. Now is the time for the voices of the tiirtle and the tourist to 
be heard in the land, instead of the patter of raindrops and the 
howling of boisterous winds — and even snowflakes. Winter 
must go, and spring he just ahead.

THE FORMER Labour Govern- 
ment has long been blamed for hav- 
ing failed to conclude a partial or 
interim agreement with Jordan in 
1974 an event that would have 
forestalled recognition of Che PLO 
at the Rabat summit as the sole 
representative of the Palestinians.

In presenting his cabinet 
to the Knesset Premier Yltshsk 
Rabin said that it would seek to ad- 
vance peace fay partial agreements 
with all Israel's neighbours. In- 
clwUng Jordan. 

If, however, territorial con- 
cessions were necessary in order to 
reach agreement with Jordan, the 
new administration would consider 
itself bound by Golda Melr's pledge 
to the National ReUjIous party on 
the subject. This meant that the 
government would be free to 
negotiate and initial such an agree- 
ment. but if the agreement involved 
giving up any part of Brets Tlsrael, 
the final signature would be 
delayi^ until the nation had been 
consulted by means of a genera 
election.. 

On March 26, tlUs year. AUon met 
the members of “Hug 77,“ a group 
of academies and publicists formed 
shortly after Labour's defeat.

Sir, — If Abba Eban were to be 
accused of having a galut mentali- 
ty, the charge would cause shocked 
surprise. But on the basis of hla ar- 
ticle “Illuaion of consensus'' (April 
61 , the charge would be justed. 
And in elucidating so clearly the 
differences between the poritions of 
the Labour Party and the Likud on 
settlements and partition, the 
whole Labour Party, Crom Peres 
down, is subject to the same 
charge. 

The galut mentality is sometinies 
mistakenly confused with the ghet- 
to mentality. But how about the 
cmancipated-asslrnUatcd Jew? In 
hia desire to take on the coloration 
of the society in which he lives, in 
his constant attempts to he un- 
distinguishable from his 
neighbours, and in his concern 
about hia image, he evinces a true 
galut mentality. 

Abba Eban's article betrays this 
form of mentality. He is concerned 
about toe “opinion of all mankind'* 
and the “world community.” The 
Likud's policies are harming 
Israel's image, he says, something 
the Labour Party would not be guil- 
ty of. Yet he admits that though 
“Labour governments obeyed five 
principles which are totally atoent 
in the Likud's policies, there was 
no international support even of the 
elective policies of Labour 
( 'governments.” 

If Eban had preferred to quote 
from Jewish Ustory rather than 
from James Bryce, he would have 
shcFwn that toe Jew. just because he 
Is a Jew, never had a favourable 
image among the nations, no 
matter what he did or how hard he 
tried. It is mere fantasy on Eban's 
part to think that, giving up the 
'^est Bank and Gasa (to Jordan, as 
V«e'bopea) and refraining from es- 
'^^tablishiRg settlements, the Labour 
' party would Improve this Image. 


The. Labour Party once deluded 
itself on its ties to other socialist 
governments and to socialist par- 
ties throughout the world, but dur- 
ing the Yom EQppur War of 1973, 
neither of these lifted a finger or a 
imice in support of Israel. On the 
contrary. Germany, under t^t hot 
socialist. WlUy Brandi, even denied 
toe U.S. permission to refuel Its 
planes bringing aid to Israel. 

Oolda Meir, in her 
autobiography, “My Life” (pp.875- 
376) attests to the perfidy of these 
“friends.” Abba Eban and his 
associates would do well to read the 
testament of this remarkable 
woman who wanted to know “wbat 
possible meanii^g socialism can 
have when not a single SodsUst 
country in all of Europe was 
prepared to come to the aid of the 
only democratic nation in the Kid- 
dle East." And they might also read 
(p.3i2l what she has to say about 
Israel’s Image. 

Any clear-thinking person knows 
lK)w torael's Imagecan be changed. 
Let Israel discover cnou^ oU for 
export and its image will be chang- 
ed over-night regardless of which 
party ndes the goi^raraent. 

The message is plain. IsrMl most 
not worry about its image, but must 
be true to itself. It must be true to 
Its Zionist goals, to its Jewishness, 
and to Its self-preservation, and 
OTtertain no tiiou^ts of partition or 
of any arrangement' which would 
return Jordan, the PLO, or any 
Arab agency to the 1967 lines, with 
Nataoya only lO miles away. Israel 
can afford to have no truck wltb the 
galut theories of Abba Eban and toe 
Labour Party. Golda Meir learned 
the lessons of Jewish history, 'but 
evidently her associates bave not.
